1 . The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance. Applicant’s 
claims 1 - 4, 6 - 10, and 12-33 are allowable, because prior art does not teach inter 
alia: 

(claims 1, 8, 31, 33) forming a low tunnel barrier inter-gate insulator layer in 
contact with a metal layer of a floating gate; 

(claims 9, 26) a control gate separated from a floating gate by a low tunnel 
barrier inter-gate insulator, and erasure of charges from the floating gate is by tunneling 
electrons off the floating gate onto the control gate; and 

(claim 30) forming a vertical control gate sandwiched between vertical floating 
gates, and forming an inter-gate gate insulator selected from a group consisting of PbO, 
AI203, Ta205, Ti02, Zr02, and Nb205 to separate the floating gate and the control 
gate.
